at this time particularly, when the 
the great problems arising out of the 
war require for their solution the best 
brains and intelligence of America, 
not only In but out of Congress.

publican district, nevertheless he ^^s 
supported all war measures without 
regard to politics, putting public duty 
and patriotism above party considera- 
tions.
